Dear Sir: 

We have had a number of Pic-Nics 
here recently, which followed each 
other so quickly that it was very dif¬ 
ficult for farmers to be present at 
them all. Consequently the Pic-nics 
'have not been the general success 
they would have been if spread over 
a longer time. 

As a public gathering like a pic-nic 
offers an opportunity for bringing all 
the people in the district together, 
fostering the community spirit, and 
the greater success of the pic-nic the 
more benefit to the district. Conse¬ 
quently I would suggest that the 
Reeve of the Municipality and the 
Mayor of Chauvin arrange a meeting 
of the representatives of the organiz¬ 
ations holding the pic-nics so that 
dates can be more satisfactory in the 
future than this year, and it is most 
desirable that these should be on pub¬ 
lic legal holidays, we have—May 24th 
Empire Day, June 3rd Kings Birhday, 
July 1st Dominion Day, and the first 
Monday in September Labor Day. 

The latter appears to me the most 
suitable for a gathering of the United 
Farmers. 

The date for our most important 
meeting, the Agricultural Fair is ar¬ 
ranged by the Fairs Association but is 
held in the early part of August and 
does not conflict with other dates.

THE RAISING OF SHEEP. 


In introducing the estimates for his 
department to the house of commons 
the Hon. Dr. Tolmie, Dominion min¬ 
ister of agriculture pointed to the fact 
that in Australia there are no fewer 
than 80,000,000 sheep, in the United 
States 40,000,000, in Great Britain 27,- 
000,000, and in Canada only 3,500,000. 
As shown in The Agricultural Gazette 
of Canada for May efforts are being 
made in all the provinces to remedy 
this state of things. That is to say 
encouragement is being given to the 
raising of sheep in a variety of ways— 
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by pure-bred rams being distributed 
or sold on easy terms by the holding 
of competitions at which generous 
prizes are given for the best ewes and 
for the best flocks by obtaining the 
highest price for wool thrugh the de¬ 
partments and through the Canadian 
Co-operative Wool Growers’ Associa¬ 
tion, by organized sheep sales and as 
in Ontario in particular, by placing 
flocks on a share basis. Amended leg¬ 
islation has als 0 been passed for the 
protection of sheep from dogs. As a 
sample of the good work that is being 
performed it might be mentioned 
that in Saskatchewan in the last four 
years the amount of wool consigned 
to the co-operative branch of the pro- 
vincial department of agriculture in¬ 
creased frim 179 consignments, weigh¬ 
ing 69,404 pounds, for which thq aver¬ 
age price realized was 17 3-4 cents to 
916 consignments weighing 394,068 
pounds, at an average price of 61 1-2 
cents per pound. The articles in The 
Gazette would imply that what has 
been done in Saskatchewan is also be¬ 
ing accomplished in the other prov¬ 
inces of the Dominion.

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HOW TO CHECK CUT WORMS IN 
. HOME GARDENS 

The more succulent vegetables if 
the vegetable garden rarely escape 
the attacks of the dreaded cut¬ 
worms, therefore stringent and in¬ 
telligent methods of control must be 
exercised. Usually the cutworms 
^caterpillars) work at night, and the 
kinds usually found in vegetable gar¬ 
dens eat through the stems of plants 
near the. ground or just below the 
surface, and do great and at times 
almost incalculable damage. The 
greatest injury is caused to seedings 
in May and June and to plants which 
may be set out at this time. 

As cutworms are voracious feeders 
it is a n easy matter to poison them by 
simply placing poisoned substances 
along the rows. This is better than to 
spray the plants, as it is difficult to 
reach the points attacked, and so the 
material and labor would be wasted. 
Bran, rolled oats, middlings and simi¬ 
lar substances will attract the cut¬ 
worms, and if a little molasses and 
Paris green or powdered arsenate of

When poultry 
or domestic animals are allowed to 
stray, the poison should be covered 
or be removed early each morning. 

The constant use of the hoe or rake 
among the plants will tend to 1 expose 
many cutworms, and if the weeds are 
kept down, and the plot maintained 
in a clean condition, the attack is not 
likely to be serious- 

TO KILL THE WILD 

MILLET OR FOXTAIL 

The name wild millet is frequently 
given to plants that are known also as 
r gren foxtail and yellow foxtail. It is 
a. very persistent weed which seeds 
profusely from harvest to late au¬ 
tumn Th plant is usually Trom one to 
four feet tall, though when started late 
and pressed for time, foxtail matures 
seed when no more than three inshes 
high. It prefers a somewhat loose, 
warm, sandy soil, but is sometimes 
found even in clay loam- This weed 
seldom gives much trouble in a heavy 
rank crop, but is grows freely in a 
drought. A badly neglected crop of 
corn or field rots is favorable to its 
growth. 

The most suitable method for the 
eradication of foxtail or wild millet is 
to double disc or skim plow the stub¬ 
ble as soon as possible after harvest, 
thus preventing the late blossoming 
plants from seeding. The following 
summer the weeds must be allowed to 
grow until a few inches high, then 
destroyed by shallow plowing or by 
the use of wide toothed cultivator. All 
through the summer the weed seeds 
should be encouraged to grow as often 
as possible, then destroyed by the wide 
toothed cultivator when only a few 
Inches high. Great care must be tak¬ 
en that none of the weeds ripen dur¬ 
ing the summer. This green summer- 
fallowing will destroy not only the 
weeds that may grow on. the land.

10.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE SUP¬ 
PLEMENTARY REVENUE ACT. 

The tax for 1920 in cities, towns 
and villages shall be one mill on the 
dollar of the assessed value of rate¬ 
able land, and in municipal districts 
and improvement districts 4 cent per 
acre, or such reduced rate as has 
been fixed by the tax commissioner. 
The holders of grazing leases shall 
pay a tax of one cent jer acre. 

In 1921 and annually thereafter the 
tax shall be two mills on the dollar 
of the equalized assessed value of 
all rateable lands in the Province, 
subject to a minimum tax of ten cents 
where the tax or any fractional lot or 
quarter section would fall below that 
amount. Holders of grazing leases 
will continu© to be taxed one cent 
per acre. 

For the purposes of this Act the 
assessor in every city town,, village, 
Municipal district and improvement 
district must assess in 1920 by valua¬ 
tion, and forward to the Department 
of Municipal Affiairs a statement 
showing the total assessed value of 
the land in every such municipality. 

A board of not less than three nor 
more than five persons, to be called 
the Assessment Equalization Board, 
appointed by the Lieutenant Govern¬ 
or in Council, shall determine the to¬ 
tal equalized assessed value of all 
rateable lands of each and every mu¬ 
nicipal unit in the Province. The 
Board shall make its first report to the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs not later 
than the 10th day of January, 1921, 
and the said report shall contain a 
schedule showing the total equalized 
assessed value for the purposes of 
this Act of every municipal unit in 
the Province. A subsequent report 
shall be made by the Board on or be¬ 
fore the 10th day of January, 1926, 
and every fifth year thereafter. 

On receipt of the report of the 
Board, the Minister will advise the 
secretary of each municipal unit of the 
amount of the equalized assessi^pnt 
of such municipality, and the said 
amount if confirmed by the Board, 
shall be the local assessed value of 
said municipality for the current year 
and for each year thereafter until the 
next equalized assessment is reported 
by the Board; - provided that where 
there is an increased local assessment 
in any year in any rural unit, caused 
by more land coming under the assess 
ed value of such land as fixed by the 
assessor shall, until the next equal¬ 
ized assessment by the Board, be add¬ 
ed to the total equalizezd assessment 
of such unit as last fixed by the 
Board; and shall be taxed at said 
rate; provided always that where the 
total assessment of any city, town or 
village as fixed by the assessment 
officer exceeds the total equalized ass- 
esment as fixed by the Board to such 
an extent an in the opinion of the 
Council to make the acceptance ^f 
such equalized assessment impracti¬ 
cable for municipal purposes, the ass¬ 
essor or secretary-treasurer or other 
tax-collecting officer as the case may 
be shall strike a rate of taxation on 
the amount of assessment as fixed 
by him that shall yield under this Act 
at the rate of two mills on the dollar 
upon the total equalized assessment 
as fixed by the Board. 

Lands forfeited to the Crown under 
The Educational Tax Act, and The 
Wild Lands Tax Act shall, until re¬ 
sold be exempted from taxes under 
this Act. 


9.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE MU¬ 
NICIPAL HAIL INSURANCE ACT. 

The Act shall not apply to land that 
has been subdivided into blocks and 
lots and plans registered. The ques¬ 
tion as to whether a municipal dis¬ 
trict shall be brought under the Act 
shall be decided by a majority of the 
electors actually voting. Power is 
given to a district not in a hail insur¬ 
ance district to levy and collect the 
rates for insurance from owners and 
occupants whose applications for in- 
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surance have been accepted by the , 
board. 

In making a crop report return, in¬ 
stead of having the indemnity $8.00 
per acre, subject on request to reduc¬ 
tion tc $6.00, the owner or occupant 
is now required, to state the amount 
of insurance per acre he desires, and 
Section 29, fixing the indemnity, has 
been repealed and the following sub¬ 
stituted: 

‘ ‘The maximum indemnity to be 
paid for total loss shall be six, eight 
or ten dollars per acre as shown on 
the return made under Section 24 
clause (d) of this Act; provided, how¬ 
ever, that if no such return has been 
made until after the insured crop has 
been damaged by hail, the maximum 
indemnity for total loss shall be six 
dollars per acre. 

“(2) No liability as to indemnity 
shall exist— 

“(a) With referencs to any portion 
of an insured acreage in which 
the damage done by hail in such 
portion is less than 5 per cent. 
f of the actual value of the crop 
on such portion: 

“(b) Where the damage by hail has 
taken place after the crop has 
been cut- 

“(3) The indemnity herein provided 
for shall be exempt from garnish¬ 
ment, attachment and execution. 


11—AN ACT TO AMEND THE 

WILD LANDS TAX ACT. 

Ballast pits, lands used exclusively 
for mining purposes, and lands for¬ 
feited to the Province, until sold, are 
exempt from taxes under this Act. 

Notice of adjudication may be sent 
out instead of a copy as formerly, and 
the provisions requiring the Minister, 
after the expiration of ten monthe and 
before the expiration of eleven months 
from the date of adjudication, to pub¬ 
lish in the Gazette and in a newspa¬ 
per .a notice by registered mail to 
each person who appears by the re¬ 
cords of the Land Titles Office to 
have any interest in the land has been 
repealed. 

The Minister is given power to sell 
forfeited lands by public auction, 
much the same as school lands are 
sold.

SWAT THE FLY 


Flies breed in filth, feed upon filth 
and carry disease. Flies may carry 
upon body and legs the germs of ty¬ 
phoid fever, tuberculosis, pneumonia 
and many other diseases. 

Flies crawl over garbage, wade 
through sewage and filth and go 
swimming in the gutter. These same 
flies the next hour crawl over your 
cake, wade through your soup and 
take a bath in your milk; you eat 
and drink the dirt and germs that 
these impudent pests wash from their 
dirty feet. 

A fly in the home is as much to be 
feared as a rattlesnake; the rattle¬ 
snake gives waning* the fly does his 
deadly work quietly. 

Windows should be screened so 
that flies cannot enter the home and 
sow the seeds of disease and death. 

Flies are enemies of babyhood and 
we should kill flies in order to help 
conserve human lives. 

Premises should be kept clean so 
that flies will not find breeding places. 


July ploughing is decidedly too 
'for successful summerfallow 
By skim ploughing or 
double discing the land immediately 
after the crop is removed weeds seeds 
are germinated, moisture is held in 
the ground, and the crops of grain 
following the summerfallow treat¬ 
ment are materially heavier than 
where no fall cultivation is given. 

The value of fall cultivation in con¬ 
trolling weeds connot be estimated in 
dollars and cents. But is a factor 
which is not to be overlooked, since 
summerfallowing if flfTn'S at all should 
be done thoroughly. It has been found 
advisable t'o use the packer on the 
land as soon as possible, after plough¬ 
ing since this firms the soil and pre¬ 
vents undue loss of moisture. If the 
soil is found to be exceptionally loose 
at any time the packer can again be 
used in firming it down. The duck 
foot cultivator is decidedly the most 
satisfactory implement to use on the 
summerfallow field. By using wide 
teeth on them the weeds are cut and 
the soil left in a somewhat lumpy con¬ 
dition which prvents soil drifting. 
The drag harrow can be used when 
necessary with good results. The 
disc should not be used in summem- 
follow unless absolutely necessary to 
pulverize the soiL Particularly late 
in the season it is not advisable to 
use the disc harrow, since the soil is 
opened anr loosened to such an ex¬ 
tent that a great loss of moisture 
takes place. 

In short then, the essentials of pro¬ 
per summerfallow treatment are late 
fall cultivation to conserve moisture 
and start weed growth, ploughing to 
a depth of at least six inches early in 
June making sure that all the weeds 
are covered, firm the (land wjith a 
packer, and keep it black throughout 
the remainder of the season by using 
the duck-foot cultivator and drag har¬ 
row.

That exact position has never been 
fully recognized or properly studied, 
the Church itself even has been at¬ 
tacked on the ground of an apparent 
lukewarmness, allied t 0 a seeming re¬ 
luctance to boldly face and grapple 
with a situation arising out of an es¬ 
tablished system of state secular ed¬ 
ucation. 

Of recent years however, signs of an 
altered attitude have become more ap¬ 
parent. 

And none too soon. Broader and 
more liberal views are prevailing. 

For the Church to maintain a sullen 
attitude before the door of the secular 
school, a door that is for ever closed 
t Q it—is childish.. To loyally supple¬ 
ment the work of the secular, with 
the efforts of the Sunday scho.ol, forms 
the key to the problem. 

The impirtance of the Sunday 
school, as such, is only now fully re- 
toward the supporters (of a purely 
secular system of training the child, 
is spreading, there can be no doubt. 

The increasing activities of various 
sections of the Church in the Sunday 
school branch of its work, affords 
clear evidence on the point. 

We are n;0t aware if the views we 
express coincide with those held by 
Mr. Wood, opportunity not having af¬ 
forded us the pleasure of conversing 
with him.
